Grandea or Its surroundings. 


On the ISth of March our confiden- 


tial agent In Washington had un in- 
terview with one Frank Polk, then 
Secretary to the State Department, 
and he expressed to our confidential 
agent that ha deplored not having re- 
ceived the observations of tho Mex- 
ican Government before the passage 
of American forces over tho front tor, 
and assured our agent that the pass- 
age of these troops took place in the 
best of faith and In the belief that It 
would not be necessary to enter into 
more particulars and details of an 
agreement was considered dell nit a and 
endted." 


Theso declaration!, made by the 


Hon. Mr. Polk, were confirmed In all 
thele pajrt» at a conference on March 
iSd Between our confidential agent 
and your excellency, who stated also 
that he was sorry at having inter- 
preted ' wrongly the contents of the 
said note • in re«pect to tha passage 
of troop's, and that they would not 
advance . more to tho south of the 
place where they then were. 


DEAD. LINE AGREEMENT. 


On the 19th of March-the lion. Mr. 


Polk addressed a letter to our confi- 
dential agent In Washington ratifying 
In writing the .conference held, on tho 
previous day, and expressing In a 
clear'and-conclusive manner that It 
was a motive for alncere lamentation 
that there had been a bad inter- 
pretation aa to the attitude of the 
First Chief relating' to the passage 
of United . States troops over the 
frontier in the pursuit of Villa, and 
declaring that the State Department 
of the .United .States believed that- 
our government had consented plainly 
to the arrangement proposed In Its 
communication of March 10 from the 
then -Secretary • of Foreign Affairs, 
L/icenclado 'Jesus Acuna, which ar- 
rangement was accepted by the United 
States^' government in Its note of 
March 13. 


Iu declarations' which . His Excel- 


lency, the Hon. President Wilson made 
public on March 26, lie expressed him- 
self In tlie following' manner:

RATIFIED IN, MARCH. . 


That idea, published by His Excel- - 


lency President Wilson, was ratified

CARRANZA'§ ACTS TREACHEROUS. 


The expected has happened. 
General Car- 


ranza, self-styled First Chief of the de facto gov- 
ernment of Mexico, has demanded that the 
American troops sent into Mexico to capture the 
bandit gang, headed by Villa, who invaded 
American territory and killed men and women in 
their homes in Columbus, New Mexico, be with- 
drawn from Mexican soil. 


The object of the expedition has not been ac- 


. complished. 
American military forces have, 


j however, exerted every effort possible under the 
•trying circumstances to capture Villa and his 
. fellow' murderers and they have confined their 
military acts strictly to the avowed and acknowl- 
. edged worthy and legal purpose, which original- 
;iy provoked thfe sending of the punitive expedi- 
'-tion.

To comply with the request of Carrahza before 


Villa is taken,'dead or alive, would be to acknowl- 
edge "failure. It would be more than failure'for 
the troops in Mexico under the command of Gen- 
eral Pershing; it would'be failure on the part of 
the American government and failure- by the 
American people. 
.. .We cannot afford-at this time the further loss 
.of prestige and national moral force in the eyes 
of Mexicans, of other L£tin-Americans and of 
the entire world, which would result from ac- 
knowledging such a failure.

Carranza has never been honest in his asser- 


'tions that he was willing to cooperate with 
."United 'States troops in the campaign against 
'border raiders. He has;never made a-really serf-. 
'.;': ous effort to capture Villa; before "or Taf tor ttie 


Columbus -outrage. He played false with the 
United States by refusing the use of the Mexi- 
can railways to transport troops and their sup- 
plies. He has now merely, put his obstructive 
tactics into a formal public statement. 


We should not withdraw our troops from Mex- 


ico until Villa is taken and Mexicans everywhere 
made to understand that the American side of 
the Rio Grande River must forever be a safe 
place, of residence for American citizens, 


,We have over twenty thousand troops in MeX| 


ico and along the border. It is not enough. 'The 
administration should send more .soldiers and 
make every possible preparation to meet armed 
•attack and opposition from Carranza's soldiers. 
His request to the State Department is the'pre- 
lude to his joining forces with the Villistas and 
"turning against our troops if they remain there 
inuch longer against his wishes. 


If our punitive army does stick to its job until 


•. it is finished, as surely ought to be done, it must 


at once be made strong enough to defend itself

NO RECALL ELECTION. 


In commending the action of the Chauffeurs' 


Union in deciding not to .go ahead with, the recall 
of the Mayor and members of the City Council we 
wish, to be understood as being actuated by only 
those motives which inspired the chauffeurs to 
abandon their recall. They set forth in a signed 
statement that the recall should not be used as a 
.punitive weapon agains^ officials who enacted 
legislation displeasing to a portion of the voters; 
that such use is an abuse of the recall, and that 
' it would not be good citizenship to inflict tue 
city -with the irritation and expense of a special 
election at this time. 
: These points were made by The TRIBUNE at 
the time the question of recalling the city admin- 
istration was first raised. They were stated with 
an absolutely open mind as to the conflicting 
interests of the jitney drivers and the street rail- 
way company and of the action of the City Coun- 
cil, and with our sympathies for any side of the 
controversy entirely subdued. The recall should 
not be used as a club to coerce officials'into action 
desired by proponents of a question. We did not 
wish to see. an exhibition of this temper in Oak- 
land. If such tactics are long followed they will 
surely result in bringing the recall into disfavor 
and ultimately cause it to be repealed. The 
proper procedure would have been to recall the 
ordinance objected to and to submit a new ordi- 
nance for the approval of the voters. 


\Ve are glad that the city is to escape the an- 


noyances of a special election which would have 
:greatly interfered with the program of develop- 
ment and upbuilding mapped out for the present 
year, and meant heavy and unnecessary expense 
to the taxpayer. The reeall committee adopted 


a praiseworthy course and displayed good judg- 
ment.

AVhenever an Issue comes up in the Senate between tho-

making a 1/en, lay self-preservirig eggs. 
By offering a grocer eggs which ho could 
keep for some timo ou his shelves with- 
out having to put them Into cold storage, 
the aspiring poultryinan could almost 
command his own price—providing, of

In the April' Popular Science Monthly 


appears a description of experiments un- 
dertaken by Dr. .Oscar'Riddle, now of ti« 
Carnegie Institute.-

By his method tho hen was fed uro- 


tropln, administered in, capsules at the 
rate of less than-a'gram a day. TJrotro- 
pin Is .deposited In the egg, where It 
changes Into formalin, a well-known pre- 
servative. 


Eggs laid within twenty-four hours af- 


ter the first.dosing", as well as-those laid 
five days after, were sufficiently affected 
to be preserved, ^Dr. Riddle tested .the 
keeping power of tho eggs In comparison 
with those from . untreated hem undei* 
particularly «ev«re circumstances. Eggs 
of both varieties laid In the month, of 
July were allowed to stand Jn a tempera-- 
ture varying from seventy-eight degrees 
above zero to twenty-five below. By the 
middle of September the difference be- 
tween the two' kindg of eggs could, be 
easily detected; by the middle of Novem- 
ber all the eggs from unclosed' hens were 
spoilt while those from urotropln-fed hens 
were still edible, although they had lost 
some of their, bulk of water.
